Those who 
follow the prose of William 
Faulkner for the strength, the 
imagery, and the humanity in it, 
do not regard it as tortured.

save Faulkner. But men and 
women who never met him will 
rise up in his behalf.

Thev liked the Yokna- 
patawpha strength and reality of 
Mr. Will. as he stood there in the 
first tails and white tie he ever 
wore, with kings and 
looking on, telling them that man 
and his eternal conflict and his 
fight for his soul are the stuff 
of literature and of man’s sur- 
vival.

| NEW YORK, SEPT. 11—(U.P)— 


Harry Gross, $20,000 000-a-year 
bookie who was scheduled to be 
a key witness in the current 
bookie-graft trial of 18 policemen 
‘and who once admitted paying 
$1,000,000 a vear in “protection” 
money, escaped from police cus- 
tody Tuesday night. 

Acting Captain James Cooney 
of the communications bureau 
‘said that the suave, smooth talk- 
ing bookie escaped from police in 
‘a Cadillac automobile. Gross has 
been in protective custody, living 
in Atlantic Beach. 

A 13-state alarm was sent out 
for the 35-vear-old bookmaker 
who pleaded guilty last Jan. 24 
to 68 counts of bookmaking and 
one count of conspiracy to violate 
the gambling laws. 

The 18 police now on trial were 

charged after Gross was arrested 
and authorities broke up his book- 
making syndicate. Gross once ad- 
‘mitted that he paid police $1,000,- 
000 a year in graft to “protect” 
his gambling operations from po- 
llice inte.ference. 
' One of his top aides told au- 
'thorities that Gross’ semi-monthly 
pay-off to police was so large 
ithat “it took two men to carry the 
|bundles of money.” 

The 18 police went on trial Mon- 
dav.

Now Let the Truce Talks Proceed 


For the second time within recent 


months the United Nations command has 
admitted, with regrets, an attack upon 
neutral territory. The first was bombing 
Manchuria by mistake and the second oc- 
curred Monday when a UN pilot strafed 
the truce conference city of Kaesong. 


After repeated and sincere denials of 
alleged previous truce violations, an in- 
vestigation proved that a violation did 
occur Monday and General Ridgway’s 
headquarters promptly admitted the error 
and offered an apology to the Communists. 


The United Nations command deserves 
commendation for admitting the error, 
thereby removing an obstacle from an im- 
mediate resumption of the truce negotia- 
tions. Even in the face of Red boasts that 
the UN has had to back down, the admis- 
sion shows the courage and sincere willing- 
ness of UN negotiators to continue efforts 
to bring an end to the shooting in Korea. 


As for the Reds’ other eleven charges 
of violations of the truce city, thorough in- 
vestigations have proved these did not oc- 
cur. Prompt acknowledgement of Mon- 
day’s error demonstrates the sincerity of 
the UN and accents the apparent lack of 
faith of the Communists in their truce 
dealings. 


When the talks were first proposed, 
General Ridgway asked that they be held 
aboard a Danish ship in neutral waters, to 
remove the possibility of violations of the 
truce area. The Reds rejected this pro- 

osal and asked that the-talks be held at 
aesong, in the battle zone, with guaran- 


tees from both combatants to respect its 
neutrality. 

As General Ridgway may have sus- 
pected from all past Communist perform- 
ances, the city became the immediate cause 
for additional controversy, delays, hag- 
gling, and Communist face-saving tactics. 
The talks finally completely bogged down 
over alleged UN attacks on Kaesong, all 
of which until the Monday occurrence the 
UN officially repudiated. 

We hope this latest incident and UN 
willingness to accept its responsibility will 
bring an end to haggling over the truce 
site. The Reds have rejected an alternate 
site for the talks, and in view of this, their 
delaying tactics must be interpreted as 
deliberate. 

It is difficult to believe that the Chinese 
Reds could wish to continue fighting a 
war which they inevitably will lose. The 
UN has already demonstrated the prin- 
ciple it wished ‘to establish—that armed 
aggression will be met by equal force and 
that the law of the jungle has ‘been out- 
lawed in dealings between nations. 

A cease-fire could be a prelude to set- 
tlement of many additional problems now 
facing the free world in its dealings with 
an aggressive communism. All democratic 
peoples will hope that it is-speedily ac- 
complished, but in view of past perform- 
ances, they will continue to build the 
armed strength necessary to resist any fur- 
ther threats to the free world. 

Any other course invites world dis- 
aster. If the Communists do not wish a 
cease-fire in Korea, we must be ready to 


, reach a decision through superior force. 


Today’s Election and Atlanta’s Future 


Residents of the “new” Atlanta created 
by the Plan of Improvement go to the 
polls today in a special primary to choose 
their representatives in the governing of 
the city of which they will become a part 
on Jan. 1. 

The area involved includes’ three 
wards—the small, but densely populated 
Seventh, from Peachtree Road east to the 
DeKalb County line; the massive Eighth, 
north to Mt. Parran Road, west to the 
river and south to the Collier Drive-Simp- 
son Road line; and the Ninth Ward, south 
to the East Poin t-Hapeville-Clayton 
County limits. 

The election is confined to the residents 
of those wards. Each ward will vote ex- 
clusively for its own officials—an alder- 
man, two councilmen, a school board mem- 
ber, and two City Democratic Executive 
Committee members. 


There are 27,997 voters registered in the 
three wards. We hope that each of these 
qualified citizens will turn out in this first 
chance to exercise the franchise in the 
City of Atlanta. 

And we hope that when they do, they 
are careful to choose men intent on seeing 
that the Plan of Improvement attains its 
objective—a better, more efficient, more 
economical government of the extensive 
area which through the Plan becomes an 
integrated city. 

All of Atlanta is watching with interest 
the primary in the new wards. Future re- 
lations between city and county, indeed 
the future of Atlanta itself, depend on the 
type of men selected for the new city posts. 

To vote for men who are committed to 
a career of supporting the county feudists 
as members of the city’s government is not 
good, common sense. 


Welcome Addition to Georgia Dairy Herds 


There’s a bit of encouragement in re- 
gard to the milk shortage in Georgia in a 
story from the Eatonton Messenger. 
Through the Messenger the county agent 
of Putnam county has reported the im- 
portation to that dairying region of $35,000 
worth of Holstein cows. 

The Holstein has long been noted for 
its production, but the breed has been 
looked at askance because of the popular 


notion that Holstein milk was not as nu- 
tritious as that from a Jersey or Guernsey. 

That notion has been proved false. In- 
deed, the nutritionists are saying now that 
Holstein milk is a well-balanced food, even 
maybe self-homogenized or something. 

The important point fs that Holstein 
cows give good milk and lots of it and it 
is good to see that they are being added 
to dairy herds in Georgia. 


No Time for Taking Screen Tests 


The House un-American activities com- 
mittee, headed by Georgia Congressman 
John Wood, moves to Hollywood next 
week to investigate the degree of Commu- 
nist infiltration in the movie capital. As 
it does so, may it profit from the unfor- 
tunate example set by its predecessor, the 
Dies committee. 

The Dies group was so dazzled by the 
glitter and glamor of movieland that it 
forgot the purpose of its visit. Most of its 
members spent their time in what filmland 
calls “mugging,” that is, in gestures to at- 
tract personal publicity. 

The general result was that the Dies 
committee visit did more harm than good. 

We have little fear that the present 
committee will imitate that spectacle. 


Under John Wood’s leadership; the un- 
American activities investigation has pro- 
ceeded calmly and rationally. The com- 
mittee chairman and his colleagues have 
not been stampeded by the McCarthy 
clamor nor have they indulged in Mc- 
Carthy-like tactics. 

There is every indication that Holly- 
wood has become a center of a “crack- 
potism” with a definitely deep-pink fringe. 
The greater concentration of Communists 
there intensifies the need for a thorough 
investigation. 

As the Wood committee wades into its 
probe, our deep interest and a sincere hope 
for a quick clean-up go with it. 

There will be no time for theatricals. 
There’s serious work to be done.

The General 


Follows a Pattern 


oe 
WASHINGTON — General Douglas MacAr- 
é thur seemed to have a definite political pattern 
to his latest speech at Cleveland. With one hand 
he gave Senator Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, a pat on the back, while 
with the other he delivered what has been described as a right 
hook to the jaw on General Dwight Eisenhower. 


The political implications of this are to be found in the fact 
that the Ohio senator and General Ike are currently being pro- 
jected as the likely leading contenders for the Republican presi- 
dential nomination next year. Governor Thomas E. Dewey, of New 
York, and other more liberal elements of the party, of course, are 
rallying behind Eisenhower as the man to beat Taft. 


Hence the latest MacArthur broadside tends to align him with 
the Taft as against the Eisenhower forces in the coming precon- 
vention campaign. 


There is nothing surprising in this. Senator Taft has been one 
of the leading defenders of General MacArthur ever since he was 
fired by President Truman last April. Moreover, General Eisen- 
hower’s views on foreign policy run in direct opposition to those 
of the former Far Eastern commander. It was only natural to 
suppose that MacArthur ultimately would be found openly in the 
Taft camp, unless he should decide to become an active candidate 
himself—about which there is still some suspicion. 


Dual Pat General MacArthur accomplished his dual Taft pat 

on the back and Eisenhower rap without mention- 
ing the name of either. He left no doubt, however, in whose 
corner he would be found if the contest over the Republican 
nomination narrows down to these two men. 


At the outset of his Cleveland speech last week he referred 
to Ohio as “a state which has contributed so abundantly to 
America’s leadership, both past and contemporary.” “Indeed, indi- 
cations multiply,” he said, “that this leadership may even increase 
in the not too distant future.” 

There could be no mistaking his reference, of course. He was 
referring to Senator Taft, present GOP policy head of the Senate 
and a leading candidate for the party nomination. 

Further along in his speech he took a rap at General Eisen- 
hower by saying that at the close of World War II “a materially 
strong and spiritually vibrant leadership was needed to consoli- 
date the victory in a truly enduring peace. . . . But our political 
and military leaders failed to comprehend it. Sensitive only to 
the expediencies of the hour, they dissipated with reckless haste 
that predominant military power which was the key to the 
situation.” 

The MacArthur criticism fits General Eisenhower in that he 
at the time was our supreme military commander in Europe. He 
was therefore cast in the same mold with President Truman and 
Gen. George Marshall, then the Army Chief of Staff—others at 
whom MacArthur was aiming. 


: What the former Far Eastern commander 
An Omission omits to say is that there was a widespread 
public clamor for having our boys returned home and demobilized 
as soon after the war as possible. Any man who had sought to 
resist that clamor would likely have been voted out of office, if 
he had been in publie service. Also no one could foresee at that 
time that the Russians would be the trouble makers they have 
turned out to be. 

Had MacArthur been chief of staff at that time instead of 
General Marshall, he undoubtedly would have accepted without 
qualms the program that was adopted. 

But the interesting thing about the general’s Cleveland speech 
is that it introduces a new obstacle to the Republican movement 
to nominate Eisenhower. It is beginning to look as though Gen- 
eral Ike will have to cast his lot with the Democrats, if he is 
interested in a presidential nomination.

i TATE MOUNTAIN —My wish, expressed

I am greatly pleased to learn that foxes have been heard bark- 
ing in these parts, and that fox cubs have been.seen. I am not a 
great admirer of deer hunters, who chase deer with dogs and 
shoot does and fawns indiscriminately, but the fox-hunter is a 
different breed of man. 

The fox hunter is apt to be a philosopher. Me has a fine ear 
for music, and he loves the night and the woods and the sound 
of the chase. . 

I contemplate with pleasure sitting on my porch up here some 
night, when the woods are moist and a slipping fox leaves a 
breast-high scent, and hear the sound of the bellmouth dogs and 
the squallmouth dogs and the chopmouth dogs giving a big red a 


run through the hills. 

And I hasten to add, for the benefit of my 
Fun for All friends who belong to the SPCA, that there is 
no element of cruelty in these chases. Fox hunting as it is done 
in the Georgia hills is not a blood sport as it is in England, where 
the kill is the climax of the chase. 

In the Georgia mountains, the chase itself is the thing, and there 
is reason to believe that the fox himself gets as much fun out of 
baffling the dogs, as the hunters get out of sitting by their fires on 
the ridgetops, sipping from fruit jars full of corn squeezings and 
listening to the music of the hounds, 

‘Another friend of mine does not completely share my joy that 
the wild things are returning to this part of the hills. He was, he 
said, sitting at a friend’s house the other night when something oc- 
curred which still causes his eyes to bulge slightly, and the hair 
to stand up on his head like porcupine quills. 

He was sitting quietly, he said, listening to the great orchestra 
of the night playing soft and sweet and low, when all of a sudden 
upon the evening air there came a shriek, a screech, a wail that 
caused his heart to stop, his posterior to leave the chair in which 
he was sitting, and his epidermis to break out in goose pimples as 
big as a bantam’s eggs. 

It was, he said, like the cry of some poor lost soul wailing 
from the nethermost depths of the pit, a shriek like that of a woman 
in mortal agony.

co-operate for their mutual good. John L. Lewis and David Dubinsky have sounded the same 


ominous note. 
All three of these giant dictators have powers 


beyond the law which are much greater than 
the powers of any group of business interests, 


They are immune to the antitrust law. 
They can maintain regional and national 
boycotts. They can levy taxes on millions 
of citizens te be used to subsidize business 
operations. They can maintain mobs of goons 
and they can rush money into a wobbling 
business firm to keep it going when banks 
would turn it down. 


There is a great danger to the public at large 
when unions and business get together. When 
a union has a financial stake in a business it is 
going to ‘protect its investment by giving that 
business special favors. And.when that hap- 
pens the rivals of this favored company are 
placed under a handicap which, in very practical 
effect, is a violation of the antitrust law, al- 
though the Department of Justice, naturally, 
would refuse to do anything about it. 

For that matter, the Supreme Court probably 
would rule that such favoritism was not a viola- 
tion of the act. It has repeatedly held that unions 
have a right to engage in conduct which would 
be criminal on the part of a business corporation. 

While it is true that some unions publish 
vague financial statements it must be remem- 
bered that accountability, even in the strictest 
sense, does not restrict the uses of a union’s 
money. 
into a brewery owned by its president or regional 
satrap and do so by the vote of just one man 
for all that any law says to the contrary. 

Concretely, the printers’ union has subsidized 
rivals to try to put established newspapers out 
of business in a number of cities. In Las Vegas, 
Nev., The Review-Journal has been operating 
through a picket line for a long time while the 
union attempts to put over an improvised and 
amateurish rival. The Review-Journal has con- 
tinued to prosper, but the unfair list is a dan- 
gerous blackjack. Advertisers are the principal 
support of any newspaper and a union or council 
of unions can virtually forbid their large mem- 
bership to trade with merchants who patronize 
a struck paper. According to thé extended union 
theory an advertiser who buys space in a struck 
paper, regardless of the merits of the strike, is 
guilty of “crossing the picket line.” And by fur- 
ther extension, union men who patronize that ad-

vertiser are equally guilty. In a classic case in 
Milwaukee,.a union man was punished because 
his wife bought milk from a struck company. 

In Pasco, Wash., The Tri-City Herald, circu- 
lating in Pasco, Kennewick and Richland, has 
been picketed since March 3, 1950, and a rival 
paper started by a Seattle political group has 
had the great advantage of a boycott campaign 
waged by the union which calls its advertisers 
“scabs.” The Tri-City Herald, like The Review- 
Journal, has thrived nevertheless. 

The fascism inherent in this merging of unions 
and business needs little explanation. The un- 
ions already have the country by the throat and 
frequently they squeeze just enough to throttle 
us and remind us of their power. Now it is 
their intention to go into business and the ful- 
fillment of that plan would be complete mo- 
nopoly. 

They can easily levy a billion dollars a year 
from their members and pour it into industries 
which then will be union properties. Could pri- 
vate operations hope to stand against such com- 
petition?

The Georgia Legislature cannot 
add voter qualifications which are 
not in the State constitution, W. 
M. Cox of Cherokee County said 
in an appeal to the State Supreme 
Court challenging constitutionality 
of the county unit system. 

The court has set Oct. 8 as the 
date for hearing the Cox suit and 
@nother county unit system dam- 
age suit by Ed Methvin of East- 
man. 

The Cox brief, just filed by at- 
torneys, listed six ways in which 
it said the county unit system vio- 
lates the State constitution.

It said that Cox met the consti- 
tutional qualifications for voting. 
He was a citizen of the State and 
the United States, was more than 
18 years of age, and was not labor- 
ing under any of the disabilities 
named in Article II of the consti- 
tution of Georgia and possessed 
qualifications provided by Article 
II of the constitution of Georgia, 
the brief contended. 

The county unit statute was an 
effort by the Legislature to add a 
new qualification in the form of 
residence,” said the brief, “‘the ef-

‘Czech Engineer Runs Train igaem, te an, napa, rine 


To Freedom in Germany 


HOF, Germany, Sept. 11—(AP)—A Czechoslovak engi-. 
neer raced his express train across the border Tuesday with | 


111 passengers. 24 of whom said they wanted to escape with 
him from their Communist-ruled homeland. 
strangest mass flight yet made from behind the Iron Curtain. 


The “freedom train” failed to 
make its last scheduled stop inside 
Czechoslovakia at Asch, near the 
West German frontier. Instead it 
switched onto freight tracks which 
carried it to the West German 
border station of Selb-Ploeszberg. 
25 miles from Hof. 

The engineer and 24 passengers 
gave themselves up to startled 
West German border officials. He 
said the others on the train, in- 
cluding train crewmen, six chil- 
dren, two Czech soldiers and a 
Czech policeman, were “reluctant” 
passengers who wanted to go back. 

The reluctant ones stayed on the 
train while German and Czech 
authorities argued about how to 
get the train back to its regular 
Prague-to-Aseh run. 

One report said the fireman 
would take back the train, which 
consisted of three passenger cars 
and a baggage car. 

Austin R. Martin, VU. S. resident 
officer at nearby Rehnau who 
was called to assist, said from what 
he understood the refugees ‘got 
help all the way from Prague” in 
their daring bid for freedom. 

“They couldn’t have done it 
otherwise,” he said. 

Most of the thousands of refu- 
gees who have poured into West 
Germany make the perilous jour- 
ney on foot. Some have escaped 
in planes. 

Martin said he had reported the 
incident to the VU. S. high com- 
mission in Frankfurt and awaited 
a decision on what to do about 
the train and those passengers 
secking political asylum. 

“We are doing everything we 
can for them (the refugees),” he 
said. “They'll get every considera- 
tion.” 

The engineer and the other 24 
were being held in the railroad 
station.

Room of Her Own Helps Future Homemaker 


A Child Plus His Room Equals Security 


By MAYNITA GERRY 


Do children need rooms of their own? 

The question is hardly debatable, since the need for privacy 
and the desire for personal domain are innate in the human race. 

A leading child psychologist says that children’s rooms make 
more of an impression on the lives of the young owners than is 
generally thought. In addition to fulfilling the child’s urge for 
privacy, it also gives him a sense of belonging and security that 
deepens his growth. 

An Atlanta psychologist, watching the growth patterns of her 
two young daughters, found that children, as adults, like to have 
their belongings around them. And that, if certain areas are re- 
stricted to them, they can be depended upon to assume responsi- 
bility for their belongings. This develops their sense of value and 
teaches them not only respect for their own things, but respect for 
yours as well. 

Since her children both share the same room, she bas arranged 
for separate desks, separate beds and bookcases, so as not to blunt 
their individual pride of ownership. Each is held strictly account- 
able for her belongings and has the final “‘say-so” about her part 
of the room. Neither is allowed to “borrow” from the other, with- 
out first asking the other’s permission, and each must “tidy” her 
side of the room when she gets up in the morning and before she 
goes to bed at night. Developing an early appreciation for orderly 
surroundings is a prerequisite that leads to future good housekeep- 
ing, and is one of the material advantages derived by a child with 
a room of his own. 

To whet a child’s pride of ownership, he should: be given the 
privilege of choosing the decor for his room. Any changes you 
think necessary should come as suggestions from you, subject to 
the child’s approval. Your main part of the planning is to see that 
he has good ventilation, good lighting, both daylight and artificial, 


and that the furnishings are easy to care for, sturdy, and won’t show 
damage easily. Although it isn’t always advisable—from a long- 
range view—to buy scaled furniture for a child’s room, certain 
items should be within his normal reach—bookshelves, for instance, 
closet rod for his clothes and his shoe racks. 

Books are an invaluable aid in the development of a child’s 
inner resources and the ability to play happily alone. If your child 
is to reap full benefits from his room, see that he has a variety of 
books always accessible—those of his own preference and others 
he should be reading at his age. 

Allow the child to choose his own pictures, buying inexpensive 
replacements as his tastes change. If, after trips to museums and 
art exhibits, his preference still remains questionable, don’t try to 
force his choice. Perhaps his art appreciation lies in a different 
field. Find out his talents; then, if possible, make the necessary 
implements available to him to allow the old law of proximity to 
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run its course. 


Children, the psychologist pointed out, are as changeable as 


the weather. 


They need room (a room) in which these mental 


sleights-of-hand can have outlet, under a deft, but unseen, adult 
eye that steps in before unreality becomes more desirable than 


reality. 


Since children will be children, especially in their own rooms, 
establish some form of law and order and impose penalties when 
these are broken. But don’t try to submerge your child in organi- 
zation, the psychiatrist warned, lest you blunt the edges of his 


natural development. 


Keep his room relaxed and informal, geared to his ability to 
take care of it. “Arranged rooms,” she said, “those that look as if 
no child had ever played in them—are probably rooms in which 


no child has ever played.”

Under the Plan of Improvement 
with the county schools added 
to city schools, W. C. Bull, 
director of school cafeterias, 
said they expect to serve about 
four million meals this year. 
But since only about 57 per cent 
of the children eat at school, he 
is anxious to increase the per- 
centage. 

School officials urge mothers 
to co-operate with the lunch 
program by coming to school 
and eating with the child to

learn just how good the food is; 
by letting the child eat the 
planned plate lunches, and by 
planning home meals to sup- 
plement those served at school. 
Every Friday children are given 
the following weeks menus. 
Mothers should tell the child 
how good these meals will be 
and keep the list for planning 
family meals.

BAKED PEAR HALVES 


2 tablespoons butter 


4 ripe pears 
1 cup boiling water 


% cup sugar 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 
Peel, core and halve pears. Arrange in shallow baking dish. 

Simmer the remaining ingredients together for five minutes then 

pour over pears. Bake, covered in a moderate oven, 350 degrees, 

about 1 hour or until tender. Makes 4 servings. 


BAKED APPLES 


% teaspoon cinnamon 


4 large baking apples 
% cup raisins 


4 tablespoons brown sugar 
2 teaspoons butter or margarine 
Core and pare apples about a fourth of the way down from 
the top. Place apples in a baking pan and brush over with a little 
butter. Add cinnamon to brown sugar. Fill center of each apple 
with about 1 tablespoon sugar and cinnamon, % teaspoon butter, 
and a few raisins. Pour % cup water in the bottom of the baking 
pan. Bake uncovered, in a moderate oven, 375 degrees, until ap- 
ples are tender, about 25 minutes. Makes 4 servings. 


CUSTARD SAUCE FOR FRESH FRUIT 


% cup sugar 1 cup scalded milk 
1 tablespoon flour 2 eggs, slightly beaten 
% teaspoon salt 1% teaspoon vanilla 
% cup milk % teaspoon almond 
Mix sugar, flour and salt together in top of double boiler. Add 
% cup milk and blend until smooth. Add scalded milk and cook, 
stirring frequently, over boiling water for about 10 minutes. Pour 
small amount of mixture over beaten eggs; return all to double 
boiler. Cook, stirring constantly, until mixture coats a spoon. Turn 
into a bowl to prevent further cooking. Add flavoring. Cover tightly 
with waxed paper and cool, Chill for several hours or overnight. 
Serve over a mixture of chilled fresh fruit. We use 1 grapefruit, 
2 oranges, 2 bananas and % can moist coconut. Makes 4 servings. 


BROILED GRAPEFRUIT 


2 large grapefruit, cut in halves honey 
% cup brown or white sugar or Dash of cinnamon 

Loosen grapefruit sections with a sharp knife and remove cen- 
ter core and as much membrane as possible. Add 2 tablespoons 
sugar or honey to each half, together with a sprinkle of cinnamon. 
Broil in a shallow pan, 3 to 4 inches from heating unit, until fruit 
is slightly brown, and thoroughly hot. This may take 10 to 15 
minutes. Serve at once. Makes 4 servings. .

DEAR E. B.: It seems to me that you are entitled to think and 
feel as you please about Mrs. X, whose companionship with your 
father-in-law is heediess of the proprieties. As for urging your 
scandalized disapproval on his attention, that would be moving 
into the field of unjustified busybodyism, unless the son at home 
is minor age and liable to go astray in the wake of parental in- 
discretion. 

If Junior is juvenile by legal definition, then the watchful 
family may claim a protective duty to exhort with Dad about the 
inadvisability of his present course with Mrs. X. In such case the 
most courageous and persuasive of the elder brothers, might be 
tapped as spokesman to give Dad perspective on his behavior, and 
to remind him of his obligations as a parent.

The first time you put your 
baby in his bathinette he has 
started learning to swim. 

The first step in teaching a 
child to swim is introducing 
him to the water and overcom- 
ing his fear of it. 

Devote a counle of minutes of 
the baby’s bath to play. This 
can be started when he is six 
months old and continued until 
he is two or three.-Rubber balls, 
ducks and frogs that float, or 
any playthings will’ keep the 
child’s attention and add to his 
enjoyment. Be sure to have the 
play period before you put soap

Have 
him look for objects at the bot- 
tom of the tub. This will help 
him discover that water does 
not hurt his eves. 

This “water orientation” in 
the bathtub will give your child 
the confidence and _ skill -he’ll 
need when he is old enough to 
start swimming.

the shrimp industry has been C. 
announced. 

The United States Fish and 
Wildlife Service reports rich 
sources for the shrimp over l,- 
000 feet deep in the Gulf of 
Mexico, where they were found 
by the Oregon, a government 
exploratory vessel. 

This new shrimp, red in color 
when caught, is about the same | 
size as other shrimp on the mar- | 
ket, and is cooked the same | 
way. But the taste is differ- | 
ent: It is sweet—almost lobster- 
like. 

The shrimp will be sold in 
stores as fast as commercial fish- 
ermen can sail down to the beds 
and bring them back. Eventual- 
ly they should cost no more 
than other types of shrimp. 

To the booming shrimp indus- 
try and to Americans, who have 
shown their fondness for shrimp 
by setting a new high in the 
use of fresh, frozen and canned 
shrimp, the “super-red” shrimp, 
as the Oregon’s fishermen 
dubbed them, should prove a 
real bonanza.
